Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  ^loiitiina.  tlic  State  Board  (vf  Equalization  of  Montana,  have 
the  honor  to  submit  their  Eighth  Annual  Eeport. 

On  January  the  27th  the  Board  organized  and  T.  E.  Collins,  State 
Treasurer,  was  elected  A'ice  President  and  authorized  and  empowered 
to  take  charge  of  and  proceed  with  tlio  regular  and  incidental  duties 
thereof  as  provided  l)y  tlie  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board. 

David  Marks  was  elected  clerk  of  the  Board. 

On  July  IDth,  1897,  in  compliance  with  tlie  ])rovisions  of  Section 
3738  of  the  Political  Code,  the  Board  met  in  session  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  Eailroads  and  the  equalization  of  other  assessments;  and  for 
the  transaction  of  sucli  other  business  as  might  ])roperly  be  considered 
and  brought  before  them. 

July  20th,  21st,  and  22nd  were  taken  u])  in  tlic  examination  of  the 
returns  of  the  various  County  Assessors. 

On  July  22nd,  E.  D.  Pollard,  Tax  Agent  of  tlie  liig  Horn  Southern 
Railway  Com]>any,  submitted  a  statement  of  figures  relating  to  the 
assessment  of  said  road. 

On  July  22n(l  it  was  ordered  that  the  lioanl  nu-et  in  tlu-  County  of 
Silver  Bow  lor  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  ])roperty  of  said  County 
?nd  learning  the  value  thereof;  and  also  to  meet  Avitb  the  County 
Board  of  Equalization  of  said  County  with  reference  to  said  a.«sessment. 

On  .Inly  21th  the  Board  met  in  the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  of  Silver  Bow  County  in  the  City  of  Butte,  where  the 
matter  of  the  eq\ialization  of  said  County  was  ])rcsented  and  discussed 
between  the  State  and  County  Boards  of  Equalization. 
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On  July  24th  it  was  ordered  that  the  Board  meet  with  the  County 
Board  of  Equalization  of  Deer  Lodge  County  on  July  26th. 

On  July  2 (3th  the  Board  met  in  the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion of  Deer  Lodge  County,  City  of  Anaconda.  The  attention  of  the 
County  Board  was  called,  to  what  seemed  to  be,  an  unequal  assessment 
of  Deer  Lodge  County  in  comparison  to  what  property  was  assessed  for 
in  other  counties  The  matter  was  taken  under  consideration  by 
the  County  Board. 

On  July  2Tth  and  28th  the  Board  met  with  the  County  Board  of 
Equalization  of  Missoula  County,  in  the  City  of  Missoula.  The  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  was  called  to  what  seemed  to  be  by  the  State  Board, 
an  unequal  assessment  in  comparison  with  returns  made  by  various 
other  Counties.  The  matter  was  taken  under  consideration  by  the 
County  Board. 

On  July  29th  the  Board  met  ^vith  the  County  Board  of  Equalization 
of  Gallatin  County,  in  the  City  of  Bozeman.  The  attention  of  the 
County  Bo.ird  was  called  to  what  seemed  to  the  State  Board,  an  un- 
equal assessLi.ent  of  Gallatin  County  as  compared  with  the  returns  of 
other  Counties:  in  the  State. 

On  August  2nd  P.  M.  Halloran,  Auditor  of  the  Butte,  Anaconda  and 
Pacific  Eailway,  J.  B.  Evans,  Tax  Commissioner  of  the  Oregon  Short 
Line  Eailway,  and  S.  B.  Calderhead,  Auditor  of  the  Montana  Union 
Eailway,  being  present,  each  for  their  respective  Companies,  presented 
statements  and  figure^"  relative  to  the  assessments  of  their  lines. 

On  August  3rd  Eichard  A.  HarloM",  Vice  President  and  General 
Manager  of  the  Montana  Eailroad  Company,  submitted  assessment  lists, 
together  with  statement  and  figures  relating  thereto. 

On  August  6th  A.  J.  Shores,  Attorney  for  the  Great  Northern  and 
Montana  Central  Eailway  Companies,  T.  E.  Brady,  Attorney  for  the 
Great  Falls  and  Canada  Eailway  Company,  and  G.  S.  Fernald,  Tax 
Commissioner  for  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailway  Company,  appeared 
each  respectively  for  the  Company  represented  by  them  and  presented 
assessment  lists,  statements  and  figures  relating  thereto. 

On  Auf^ust  Tth,  the  assessment  of  tlie  various  railroads  and  railways 
was  adjusted  and  equalized  for  the  year  1897,  as  shown  in  table  No.  3 
of  this  report. 

On  Auo-ust  23rd  it  was  ordered  that  the  assessed    value    of    Stock 
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Cattle   and   Sheep    witliin  the  State  be  adjusted  and  equalized  by  the 
Board  to  $17  per  head  for  Stock  Cattle  and  $1.75  per  head  for  Sheep. 

On  August  30tli  the  apportionment  of  the  assessment  of  the  railroads 
within  the  State  was  apportioned  to  the  various  Counties  as  follows:

On  Sept.  28th  a  communication  was  received  from  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  and  the  County  Attorney  of  Custer  County,  rel- 
ative to  the  assessment  of  certain  portions  of  the  Big  Horn  Southern 
Eailway  and  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailway  Companies  for  the  Benefit  of 
School  District  No.  1.  The  Board  having  failed  to  make  the  assessment 
for  the  years  1896  and  1897,  and  asking  that  the  State  Board  now  make 
the  assessment.  The  matter  being  duly  considered,  the  Board  made 
the  following  order: 

OEDEEED,  That  the  matter  of  the  apportionment  of  the  railroad 
track  to  School  District  No.  1,  Custer  County,  having  been  duly  con- 
sidered by  the  Board,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  railroad  track  to  the  different  school  districts  was  a  duty 
which  by  statute  devolved  upon  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  sev- 
eral Counties,  and  not  upon  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  The  Board 
therefore  decline  to  make  the  apportionment  as  asked  for  reason 
that  it  had  no  authority  to  make  the  same  and  that  this  duty  devolved 
upon  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners.
